The peak year of railway opera 
tlon waa 1928. II Is Interesting to 
compare results of that year with 
1937. Total freight carried by Ca¬ 
nada's two major railway systems 
in 1928 amounted to 98,205,000 
tons, and passengers carried num¬ 
bered 33,730.000. This compares 
with 65.964,000 ions of freight and 
18,024,000 passengers in 1937. 

Freight carried by the Canadian 
Pacific in 1928 totalled 42,977.000 
tons, compared with 29843.000 
tohs 16 1937. Passengers carried 
in 1928 numbered 14.751,000 as 
against 7,821,000 in 1937.

The City School Board regula¬ 
tion imposing fees on certain high 
I school students was broadened at 
1 a board meeting last night, when 
It was reported several hundred 
students would be affected by the 
ruling. 

The amended regulation ap¬ 
proved last night set fees of $60 
a year for students who * have 
reached 19 years before complet¬ 
ing grade 12 and for those who 
have completed grade 12 and con¬ 
tinue to attend school.

Formerly the regulation set the 
age limit at 18 years and the 
proviso of four years’ free study 
was not included without applica¬ 
tion on the part of the student.
